tion of rules and regulations, the case is always 
to be decided against the public. Mr. James H. 
Marr, whose name has given rise to the common 
phrase about “ marring ’’ the mails, seems to have 
been achief apostle of red tape; and almost 
every decision which has come from him, seems 
to have had the intent and effect of restricting 
the benefit which the public derives from the 
postal service. This gentleman may be, for 
aught we know, one of the most useful officials, 
who ought to be retained under the general 
principles of Civil Service Reform, but a reform 
in the methods he approves is imperatively need- 
ed. The new Postmaster-General, coming fresh 
to his work, should be able to influence his chief 
assistants with a better spirit within those limi- 
tations necessary to protect the Department and 
do its business with thoroughness. The practice 
should be to give the public every possible ad- 
vantage. ‘ 

It is an amusing superstition of the Depart- 
ment that infallibility is the prerogative of the 
Post-Office. How amusing this assumption is 
was interestingly shown the other day when an 
inquiry as to a missing letter from Henton, 
Illinois, was returned to the New York Post- 
Office with the indorsement that no such post- 
office existed in the State, though it was prop- 
erly entered in the Post-Office Guide in the 
several places where it belonged. The Post- 
Office Department has a curious habit of pro- 
tecting its infallibility by requiring the return to 
it of all the evidence in such cases, but this 
possibly is a necessity of administration. If 
the new Secretary will simply recognize the 
fact that he is at the head of a great business 
department, which should do all in its power to 
accommodate its customers, the people, there 
will be few, either Republicans or Democrats, 
who will wish to cavil at that feature of the 
new Administration. 

THE Literary World and the Book-Buyer, in 
reprinting our tabulated annual summary of 
the American book production in 1884, overlook- 
ed the explanation which we made at the time of 
the extraordinary number of works of fiction re- 
ported.

BOOK TITLES AND BOOK TRICKS, 
From the N. Y. Commercial Advertiser. 


THE practice of changing book titles is always 
a bad one, though now and then such changes 
are made necessary by circumstances. Itis dis- 
covered after a book is published that the title 
chosen for it is already in use, or some other 
equally good reason impels the author and pub- 
lisher to make a change. 

More frequently the change is merely fanciful, 
as was the case, apparently, with Mrs. Stowe’s 
‘*Dred,’’ which, after it had achieved success 
under that title, was re-christened for a time, 
only to have its original title restored within the 
last few weeks. Another very singular case of 
fanciful change has just occurred. Any reader 
who has read the tale called ‘‘An Iron Hand,’’ 


in the Family Herald, will find, after buying | 


‘* Deldee,’’ in the Appleton series, that he has 
the same Story under a new and much better 
name. If he then goes to England and there 
buys a new novel entitled ‘‘ A Dog with a Bad 
Name,” he will be rather disgusted by finding 
himself again in possession of the same story, 
for that is the title given to it in the English 
three-volume edition, just published in London. 
Why should not the author of the story have 
settled definitely upon a title for her work at the 
outset ? 
ers by publishing her story under three totally 
dissimilar titles ? 

A much worse offence is committed when pub- 
lishers revive an old book under a new name 
for purposes of deception, as certain publishers 
frequently and even habitually do. We have 
before us as we write a work on the cover and 
title-page of which are boldly printed the words, 
‘* Blank’s Brilliant New Novel,” and yet Blank 
died nearly thirty years ago, and the book is a 
well-known old one put forth under a new name, 
not only without warning to the reader, but with 
a positive assertion that it isa new novel. 

There is another interesting phenomenon of 
book publishing to which we may properly refer 
in connection with this subject. A _ certain 
woman had a mill in which she ground out 
novels of fourth-rate quality, like any other grist, 
with patient regularity. Her novels were popu- 
lar, and, to her publishers, profitable. The 
woman, unfortunately, died several years ago, 
but her novels continue to come from the press 
with all the old regularity. The mill grinds on, 
though the woman who kept it is gone, and so long 
as her name suffices to sell the stories that bear 
it upon their title-pages, her publishers will 


doubtless find men or women to write novels for | 


her and in her personality. As her novels were 
matters of no literary consequence, and those 
written in her name are perhaps quite as good as 
her own, we do not know that any particular 
harm is done; but the practice has an ugly look 
of false pretence about it.
